Nancy Davis, Sime’s attorney, 
of Davis. Dunlap. and Williams. 
all women, opened this case of sex 
discrimination by asking that all 
witnesses be excluded from the 
courtroom, insuring honest. spon- 
taneous testimony. The judge and 
detendants’ attorney agreed 

Her opening statement con- 
tained five points which would be 
the crux of her case against the 
Chancellor, Board of 
President, and Chemistry 
Department. The first point was 
that when Dr. Sime attempted to 
return to CSUS after leaving to 
teach at Hunter College. she en- 
countered a “fundamental bias 
against women” in the Chemistry 
Department. Second, she pointed 
oui that Sime was almost demed a 
part-time job in chemistry in 1972 
because the department felt that it 
they hired 4 woman in a part-time 
position, they would also have to 
hire one on a full-time basis

In her third point Davis recalled 
that in the Fall. 1972. there was a 
need for a professor of general 
chemistry courses. When Dr. Sime 
whose husband = also 
chemistry, applied. the depurtment 
felt they should also hire the wife of 
another faculty member In 
January and February, 1973, ac- 
cording to Davis’ fourth point, a 
job specification was changed “to 
eliminate Ruth Sime.” Her final 
point was that in May of this year, 
after Sime filed her suit, the 
department proceeded in hiring a 
woman with “a_ conspicuously 
unimpressive background” for the 
position Sime had applied for

The defense attorney, Richard 
Skinner, opened his side of the case 
by reminding those in the court 
that the law prohibiting sex dis- 
crimination has never entitled 
women to get jobs. He stated she 
was denied a job for reasons other 
than her sex. When she applied for- 
mally fora job in March, 1973, her 
only goal was that the department 
hire her “because she ts Ruth Sime. 
not because she is a Woman.” 

He continued by stating that she 
used Affirmative Action to get 
herself a job. The defense then said 
that although anti-nepotism was 
never applied to her, “it shouid 
have been.” Skinner finished his 
opening statement calling it “out- 
rageous” that she claims that the 
laws of the land should give her 
preference. “The only goal she 
seeks is one of Sstif-interest.”
